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Signs of Strength 


HEY say that the stock market is down, 

that business is in a slump, that the market 
for Thoroughbred horses therefore will show a 
decline this year. Perhaps it will, but there is 
certain evidence at hand which indicates a condi- 
tion of comparative strength in the market for 
Thoroughbreds, so that, with other property 
values declining, the Thoroughbred horse repre- 
sents as good an investment as one can find in 
these doubtful days. 

Last year 16,250 races were run on recognized 
tracks in North America and $14,363,562 was 
distributed to horsemen in stakes and purses. 
The number of races was a record, and it was 
the first time that distribution had gone above 
$14,000,000. This year it appears very likely that 
last year’s distribution record will be topped by 
a comfortable margin. Hialeah Park’s daily 
average distribution last winter was 10.1 per 
cent higher than the previous winter. Santa 
Anita Park’s distribution was up 7 per cent, and 
the Fair Grounds at New Orleans showed an in- 
crease of 17.5 per cent per day. The Bay Mead- 
ows meeting in California showed a gain of 19.7 
per cent in distribution. In Maryland Havre de 
Grace’s daily average went up 8.7 per cent, and 
Pimlico stepped up no less than 34.2 per cent, 
its daily average for the spring meeting being 
$18,116—the highest figure attained by any track 
since the WPA was invented. 

The figures given above are not cited as ex- 
amples of extreme generosity on the part of the 
big race tracks of America. During the depres- 
sion racing executives formed the habit of pass- 
ing on losses to horsemen, and when once they 
had accustomed the owners and trainers to a 
reduced standard they found it expedient not to 
spoil them again with high purses. American 
race tracks have made incomparably more money 
in the last two or three years than in any pre- 
vious period, but what with taxes, tribute, pro- 
motion, and profits they have allotted only a 
small share of their increased earnings to horse- 
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men, and that grudgingly. Recently we were told 
by a responsible authority that the breakage on 
the show pools at Santa Anita Park was enough 
to pay all the stakes and purses distributed at 
that track’s most recent meeting. The Arcadia 
course now counts its profits in the millions 
every winter, though the original investment has 
long since been repaid in full. 

Horsemen are receiving larger purses now not 
because they have demanded them, not because 
the tracks are generous, but simply because the 
competition among tracks is stronger. For the 
first time in history a California track has lured 
a Kentucky Derby winner across the Rocky 
Mountains in mid-season. Lawrin is going West 
instead of East. The new track now nearing 
completion at Inglewood is apparently a magnifi- 
cent creation destined to write new chapters in 
the amazing history of racing in the Los Ange- 
les area. 

Sometime this year the people of New Jersey 
are to vote on the legalization of racing in that 
State, one of the most thickly populated areas in 
America. Advocates of pari-mutuel betting in 
New York, aware of the new competition 
threatened across the Hudson River, are re- 
doubling their efforts to change the legal set-up 
of racing, primarily in order to produce greater 
revenue. Thus within the next year or two New 
Jersey may be returned to the racing map and 
New York may have great new resources to 
meet the competition which has been developing 
so rapidly in the East in the last half-dozen 
years. 

Frankly, we do not feel altogether elated over 
the expansion of racing into so many new de- 
velopments, nor do we relish the thought of rac- 
ing as an industry turning over so many hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, but the fact remains 
that the Thoroughbred horse is the more valu- 
able for it, and the people who are buying and 
selling horses should understand that the market 
for horses is likely to exhibit a strength out of 
proportion to that of other commodities. Good 
horses are still good buys. 
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A Trainers Diary 
By Venture All 


PRIL 25 to May 1. It is the last week at 

Keeneland and the air is full of Kentucky 
Derby dope. In the cozy stands and on the green 
lawns of Keeneland are gathered every afternoon 
a people who know and love horses. Most of 
them either own and breed horses themselves or 
have kin, neighbors, or friends who do, so there 
is no place in America where the interest in an 
afternoon’s racing card is so keen, nor where 
each horse has more loyal champions of his cause, 
be he victorious or vanquished. Daily I wan- 
dered about meeting old friends and hearing 
about the fine foals, or yearlings, or 2-year-olds 
they had this spring, or the unexpected and costly 
losses some of them had suffered at foaling time. 
We all spoke the same language and the Thor- 
oughbred was king. Nowhere was there any 
talk of fixed races and horses being pulled, as 
is heard on every hand in areas northward, where 
racing is new. 

Training went on apace at our barn this week, 
Mabyn and Mattie Sue breezing three furlongs in 
:38 on Monday, followed by six furlongs in 1:173%; 
on Tuesday. Friday they had a blow-out a half 
in :52, and had a nice work of three-quarters in 
1:16%5 the next morning. These fillies seem to 
be taking their work well and will not be long 
in rounding to racing condition. Lamour and 
Peaches worked a half-mile in :492; Wednes- 
day when the track was only good, and Sugar a 
half-mile in :49+;5 Saturday. 

Dolly was entered and ran again during the 
week. She was off badly again, but came fast 
to place fourth in a race run in :47 flat, and her 
bad start was all that beat her, it was plain. 
Complaint among horsemen of the rough handling 
of some of their stock at the gate was quite gen- 
eral. Had my filiy been properly handled, she 
would doubtless have won her race this week. 
Dolly has always been a bit touchy of her ears, 
and after she had been at the post for some time 
she walked through once. Immediately she was 
taken in hand by one of the assistants, who, to 
make it as easy on himself as possible, regardless 
of what it might do to the filly, grasped one of 
Dolly’s ears, and one could expect nothing other 
than that she would break badly. 

It is so important that young horses getting 
their first lessons at racing be gently and proper- 
ly handled, as they are at that time forming the 
habits that will probably stay with them through- 
out their racing careers. Any starter knows 
this, and those who care anything about horses 
or the feelings of their owners are always par- 
ticularly careful of first starters. The last few 
years have seen the gradual weeding out of the 
strong-arm gang, and all horsemen are anxious 
to celebrate the passing of the last one. Nothing 
around the race courses has improved so much 
as starting. There are a number of men now 
starting horses who are courteous and helpful to 
horsemen and whose assistants are instructed to 
keep their tempers and be patient and gentle 
with horses. These starters are necessarily popu- 


lar with horsemen, and will get the jobs of the 
future, of course. 

Next week will be shipping time again, and I 
wonder what new difficulty will arise to plague

Pageant 


NE can always count on a woman's being 
able to put a final little touch to anything to 
which she is a party which will brighten and en- 
hance its attractiveness in a manner utterly im- 
possible for a mere man. One of my readers, 
Mrs. R., away up in New Hampshire, who owns 


¥ 
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and races a modest stable of runners with suc- 
cess, Suggests that the attention of horsemen 
should be called to the importance of having 
their horses and their grooms look their best 
when they come to the paddock to race. She even 
mentions having seen a few trainers in the pad- 
dock in not impeccable attire. 

This seems to be a timely suggestion. Racing 
is essentially a pageant, and when it loses its 
color and beauty, it will die, as mere betting will 
not perpetuate racing, nor the Thoroughbred. I 
think I have written once before my attitude on 
this subject, and stated that I could not take any 
pleasure in my horses unless they looked good. 
And when a horse looks good, I mean that he 
must have flesh, and have on a good coat (not 
dull and full of holes), and have it groomed 
until it shines. His mane should be well kept 
and pulled evenly and taught to lie on the right 
side of his neck. His tail should be brushed until 
every hair stands out alone, and if he is going 
postward, it will greatly enhance his appearance 
if it is braided neatly and smoothly, leaving a 
nice brush at the end. And please, please, don't 
leave any surplus hair hanging around his fet- 
locks and under his jaws. Take a big pair of 
scissors and trim these places every few days, 
and be rewarded in the improvement in appear- 
ance it makes in your horses. Also always keep 
his mane trimmed flat just back of his ears for 
a space of about three inches, to allow the bridle 
and halter to fit snugly without keeping any 
mane in a tangle. 

Any trainer who comes to the paddock with 
his horse who does not dress neatly and as well 
as his condition affords will be assumed to be 
lacking in self-respect. And the man or men 
who come to the paddock with the horses should 
be neatly attired, and the men left at the barn 
should be required to do the washing and rub- 
bing down of the horse on his return, so that 
the dressed hostlers will not soil their clothes. 

These are little things, but it has been found 
sound merchandising to display one’s wares in 
the most attractive manner possible, and who 
can attach any attractiveness to dirty, unshaven, 
badly dressed men, handling horses looking as if 
they had never been introduced to brushes and 
shears? It begins to look as though women 
will contribute a lot to racing in America, and 
perhaps they can bring about a betterment of 
conditions around our race courses that men have 
not taken the trouble even to notice, in many 
instances. 


Death of Harry Louman 


At Churchill Downs May 28 Jockey Harry 
Louman suffered a heart attack while galloping 
a horse during the morning, fell to the track, 
died before he could be taken to a physician. He 
was 36 years old, began riding in 1924. Last 
year he suffered a broken shoulder, had ridden 
only a few mounts since. He is survived by his 
widow and a son.

Memorial Handicap, run on closing day, May 28, 
closed only two days earlier. Winner of the 
steeplechase event was G. F. Perry’s Wilfrid G., 
6-year-old *Anmer gelding which won the same 
event, and two other steeplechases, in 1937. The 
handicap, at 1 1-16 miles, went to Harry Giddings’ 
Cabin Gal, 3-year-old daughter of the Man o’ War 
stallion Marine. She was bred and trained by 
her owner, led at every post.

ONDON, May 14.--Newmarket’s oldest inhabi- 

tant—and there are some old ’uns in the 
little Cambridgeshire town—cannot recall a year 
when the three early season meetings at head- 
quarters were held in such conditions as have 
prevailed this season. There was no break in 
the drought for the fixture last week, and the 
only clouds that obscured the sun were the clouds 
of dust kicked up by the horses. Very nice 
weather for the ladies, but Newmarket is not 
essentially a ladies’ meeting. At all events, I 
hope none of the fair sex heard the remarks that 
some of the trainers made about the state of 
the going. 

Few of the equine stars of today conform to 
the oldtime stipulation that ‘ta good horse should 
be able to race on any going and over any dis- 
tance,” and the majority of the celebrities en- 
gaged last week were not risked on the board- 
hard ground. The feature event of the three days, 
however, the Newmarket Stakes (11, miles), 
served to provide a thoroughly interesting Derby 
trial. There were six runners, and all hold the 
Epsom liability. The winner, and a comfortable 
one, was Sir Abe Bailey’s brown colt Golden 
Sovereign. He scored by a length and a half 
from Lord Derby’s Greenwich, with Col. H. S. 
Follett’s Malabar a short head away third and 
Chatsworth, Berwick, and Challenge behind. 

In my notes last week I referred to the pros- 
pect of Sir Abe Bailey winning the Derby, and 
predicted that the scenes would be forever mem- 
orable in such happy event. No owner, not ex- 
cepting Lord Astor, better deserves to win the 
Epsom classic than Sir Abe. But I must not 
allow sentiment to influence my judgment of 
chances, and in my opinion, on this Newmarket 
Stakes running, Golden Sovereign is not good 
enough to win the Derby. His time for the 10 
furlongs was 2:1025 under very fast conditions. 
Record for the course is 2 minutes dead. The 
manner of his success was not convincing, not to 
be compared to the stylish way in which Pasch 
polished off his Guineas rivals. I was left with 
the impression that Pasch would have given Gol- 
den Sovereign 10 pounds and beat him, and that 
those who followed the Beckhampton colt home 
a fortnight previously, Scottish Union, Mirza 1], 
and Portmarnock, would all have accomplished 
something better than Golden Sovereign had they 
been in the field. I hope I am wrong, but I am 
beund to record my convictions after closely 
watching both races. 

There are certain facts that must be stated in 
extenuation of what I considered to be an uncon- 
vincing display. So far as the slow time is con- 
cerned, it can be said, fairly, that Golden Sover- 
eign won readily enough and that was all that 
he was asked to do. Moreover, it was the colt’s 
first appearance of the season, and he was not so 
hard in condition as he can be made. He was 
cast in his box about 10 days before the race and 
was absent from exercise for two or three days 
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so that his preparation was not what his trainer, 
Cottrill, would have desired. He acted well down 
the hill into the dip, which speaks well for his 
handiness at Epsom, though against this it must 
be said that on the rise to the winning post, 
Greenwich was gaining ground on him. 

Standing a shade over 16 hands, Golden Sover- 
eign is a more robust and strongly made colt 
than Pasch, but has not the same exquisite qual- 
ity. Altogether, he has substance and strength 
of frame, and apparently his legs can stand the 
jarring of the hard ground—a factor of primary 
importance these days. Bred by Lord Fingall in 
Ireland, and bought at the Dublin sales for 2,700 
guineas, Golden Sovereign is by the Middle Park 
Stakes winner Monarch, a son of Tracery which 
I well remember as a useful but unlucky handi- 
capper in his 4-year-old days. Nine furlongs 
was probably Monarch’s best distance but he is 
bred to get longer journeys, and a big propor- 
tion of the stock he has sired in France have 
been stayers. On the dam's side, Golden Sover- 
eign is out of Fleche d’Or II, by *Teddy out of 
Persistent, by Spearmint. There is thus every 
reason to assume that the colt has the requisite 
stamina for the Derby. 

I must not dismiss the Newmarket Stakes 
without reference to the promise shown by 
Greenwich. Lord Derby’s chestnut son of Fair- 
way can be made a nice bit fitter by June 1, anc 
I have no doubt that he will be preferred to On- 
slaught and Faroe for the great race. More 
than one expert judge of my acquaintance is 
predicting that Greenwich will finish in front of 
Golden Sovereign at Epsom. 

There remains one other test of real note for 
Derby aspirants—the Lingfield Park Trial 
Stakes, to be run while these notes are in trans- 
it. It is the intention to give Portmarnock an 
outing in this event, and I am anticipating thai 
he will win it, and regain his place as second 
favorite to Pasch in the Derby market. April 
the Fifth and Mid-day Sun followed up thei 
Lingfield triumphs by gaining honors at Epsom, 
and there are strong hopes at Newmarket that 
Portmarnock will follow suit. [Blandstar won 
the race, with William Woodward’s Olympus 
second.—-Ed.] But if all continues well with the 
preparation of Pasch, Gordon Richards’ mount is 
the probable Derby winner. The only thing that 
can prevent his scoring, in my opinion, is some 
mishap in training, an ever-present anxiety in 
these days, notwithstanding the precaution that 
Fred Darling has taken of having the Beck- 
hampton gallops liberally covered with peat 
moss. 

The six I take against the field are Pasch, 
Portmarnock, Scottish Union, Golden Sovereign, 
Pound Foolish, and Mirza II and I like them in 
the order written. It seems certain that Mirza 
II will be the chief hope of the Aga Khan, and 
although the bonny son of *Blenheim II will be 
essaying a distance which I am sure is beyond 
his real scope, I think that on top of the ground, 
he will run a good colt, even if he does not do 
so well as his close relative, Mahmoud, which 
also favored hard going.

OV. CHANDLER, winner of the Illinois 
Derby, is the eleventh stakes winner sired by 
Reigh Count. The others are Contessa, Ima 
Count, Lady Reigh, Our Count, Conte, Count 


Arthur, Count Morse, Count Stone, Grey Count, 
Rudie. Six crops of foals by the top 3-year-old 
of 1928 have now reached racing age. Omitting 
from consideration the present 2-year-olds, there 
were 112 registered foals in the first five crops 
by Reigh Count. Seventy-one of them, or 63.4 
per cent, are winners. They are as durable a 
sort as has been seen in America in some time. 
Only 36 of them won as 2-year-olds, but 51 won 
at three, and 44 at four—this season’s racing 
included. There were 19 foals in the first crop, 
born in 1931, and last year seven of them were 
still winning as 6-year-olds. Reigh Count’s first 
Kentucky-bred crop of foals are now 2-year-olds, 
but there are only nine of them registered, of 
which five are fillies and one of the colts is a 
twin. He has had no 2-year-old winner as yet.

F North American horsemen continue to make 

importations from South America—and ap- 
parently they are—they will occasionally bring 
back to light a fragment of the pedigrees which 
were virtually jettisoned when racing was all 
but pushed off the northern continent threc 
decades ago. Some of the best racers of recent 
years in South America have come from _ the 
horses which were “dumped” there by desperate 
breeders in the United States. 

*Gaurisankar, which won a $3,500 claiming 
race at Belmont Park last week for Mrs. Hirsch 
Jacobs, is a 5-year-old gelding by Tagore (sire 
of *“Sahri II) out of My Kiss, a Chilean-bred 
mare by the French-bred Rains, second dam the 
Kentucky-bred My Gall, by *Mazagan. My Gail 
was bred by former Senator Johnson N. Cam- 
den at his Hartland Stud, Versailles, Ky., in 1910, 
was sent to South America unnamed, as a year- 
ling. In the first three volumes of the Stud Book 
de Chile her name appears as My Gal, then 
Without notice becomes My Gall. 

My Gall was out of Crowned Queen, by the 
good racer Tournament out of *Citronella, by St. 
Simon. It is a well known family on this side 
of the equator. Crowned Queen produced Eve- 
lina, winner of 19 races; Rather Royal, winne: 
of 36 races; and Crownlet, dam of the Kentucky 
Stakes winner Wax Lady and the Cincinnati 
Trophy winner Cotton Blossom. Crowned Queen 
was a half-sister to Truelove, ancestress of 
numerous good horses, including Believe Idle 
Hour and Whopper.

NE of the oldest, most indefensible, and most 
indestructible adages in the bright lexicon of 
the Thoroughbred breeder is the simple statement

that some lines nick, 
handy belief, as it can be used at will to explain 


It is a very 


either successes or failures. Most of the better 
known theories of breeding Thoroughbreds are 
based upon it, with the addition of certain 
abracadabra for discovering in advance what 
lines should nick with what lines. 

The trouble about the nicking business is that 
it is usually a very confused picture until a stal- 
lion is dead. Breeders are not discouraged by 
that, however, and year after year will make 
matings in which they attempt to copy as closely 
as possible the pedigree of the most recent cham- 
pions, only to find that by the time the foals 
have arrived a new set of nicks has been de- 
veloped. 

But once in a while there appears a sure-fire 
combination which turns out so many successes 
that the breeder can make out on paper the pedi- 
gree of a prospective foal and sit back with con- 
fidence that all will be well. An instance is that 
of Pompey and *Polymelian. 

Pompey, good son of *Sun Briar and Cleopatra, 
by Corceyra, has sent to the races eight crops of 
foals, totaling 135. Omitting from consideration 
the 18 registered 2-year-olds of 1938, and count- 
ing only the 117 older horses in the first seven 
crops, Pompey has had 78 winners to date, in- 
cluding 16 stakes winners, an excellent record 
even if it did not include such high-class perform- 
ers as Ladysman, Osculator, and Pompoon. 
Twenty-seven of the winners, or more than one- 
third, are the produce of daughters of *Poly- 
melian—and the 27 include six of the 16 stakes 
winners, Ladysman, Osculator, Pompeius, Pom- 
posity, Chrysostom, and Some Pomp. In addi- 
tion, Pompoon and Poona, two other stakes win- 
ners, are out of a Friar Rock mare whose dam 
was by *Polymelian. And there are two other 
winners out of a mare by Polymelus, sire of 
*Polymelian. 

Like most other nicks, this one is owing to 
propinquity more than anything else. When 
Pompey was retired to W. R. Coe’s Shoshone Stud 
at Lexington *Polymelian had been in the same 
stud for several years and many of his daughters 
were available. Breeding Pompey to *Polymel- 
ian mares meant close inbreeding to Polymelus 
and Sundridge, but there appeared no good ar- 
gument against such inbreeding. More than one- 
third of all the foals in Pompey’s first seven crops 
are out of *Polymelian mares—40, to be exact. 
Twenty-seven of the 40 have won, or 67.5 per 
cent. This is virtually the same as the propor- 
tion of winners among all the get of Pompey, 
two winners out of three foals in either case. 

Incidentally, 12 of Pompey’s winners are out 
of Friar Rock mares.

Racing in Quebec 


The strategy of Leo Dandurand and other op- 
erators in announcing May 17 that there would 
be no racing in Quebec this year because of in- 
creased taxes worked fairly well. The increase 


was from $25 daily to $100 daily, with the gov- 
ernment taking 50 per cent of the pari-mutuel 
take-out instead of the previous 40 per cent. 
Now, under a compromise whereby the tax is 
$75 daily, with the government taking from 40 
to 45 per cent of the take-out, depending on the 
fortunes of the meeting, Quebec will have racing.

Scraps 


HERE were 14 tracks in operation in North 

America last Saturday, 13 of them in the 
United States. They offered a total of 110 races, 
engaged nearly 1,000 horses. This is nearly one- 
tenth of all the horses in training in America. 
. . . Of 62 winners at tracks from which charts 
are at my disposal, only eight were still racing 
for their breeders—three out of six at Belmont 
Park, two out of eight at Woodbine Park, three 
out of 48 at other tracks. .. . Donald P. Ross, 
owner of Brandywine Stable, should have a right 
to feel aggrieved on behalf of his 4-year-old 
Masked General, which won, at Havre de Grace 
in April, a race in which the crack sprinter Ap- 
pealing broke down. A story about Appealing, 
released last week from Detroit, said ‘‘the win- 
ner was a horse that Appealing could have 


beaten carrying Paul Whiteman.”’. . . Saratoga 
has been called the Ascot of America. Now Del 
Mar has called itself, in a really interesting 
booklet, the “Saratoga of the West.’ We look 


forward to the day that Ascot calls itself the 
Del Mar of England. ... In the third race at 
Agawam Park on opening day there were three 
horses in the pari-mutuel field. They finished 
one-two-three. Victory of Maeline in the 
Juvenile Stakes May 30 probably convinced 
Trainer John Gaver that he has a very good 2- 
year-old in Roll and Toss. The Questionanire 
colt gave Maeline his only defeat of the year, 
beat him four lengths. Roll and Toss was a 
Juvenile Stakes eligible, contracted a cough 
which kept him out. . . . Oddesa Beulah ran up 
seven straight wins, got beat at Churchill Downs. 
Charlotte Girl ran up seven straight, got beat 
May 30 at Belmont Park. Sweet Patrice, prin- 
cipal other 2-year-old filly sensation, has won 
seven, but not in succession. 


Weights and Reasons 


NOR several years I have advocated, without 
much hope of success, a higher set of 
weights. This year it seemed for a while that 
the reform had actually been instituted and it 
was certainly working out as I had hoped it 
would. But then Kentucky ran out. Ohio and 
Michigan were never in. Massachusetts last 
week held on to its 103-pound minimum, gave 
up the maximum. Under the circumstances, this 
Was as much as anyone could hope for, and 
argues some tenacity of purpose on the part of 
the Massachusetts commission. The Illinois com- 
mission rather: plainly wants to hold on to the 
rule, may be forced, because of the defection of 
nearby states, to abandon it. So it looks as 
though it is all to be done again. 

No reasons have been publicly advanced for 
the opposition of horsemen to the higher weights. 
None needs to be. Right from here, with the 
shades drawn and the telephone disconnected, 
I can tell what the reason is: High weights 
break horses down. Horsemen are tradition- 
alists, and they like to hold on to things, includ- 
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The stall gate breaks horses 
down. Distance racing breaks horses down. 
Early racing breaks horses down. Cup racing 
breaks horses down. Sprint racing breaks horses 
down. Everything, in fact, except 1 1-16-mile 
races under light weights, with a $1,000 top and 
bottom claiming price breaks horses down. Is 
anybody else tired of this?

Repetition 


HE War Admiral—Seabiscuit race was not 

entirely chilled in its grave before there were 
two or three other proposals for similar races. 
The special had been looked forward to for many 
weeks and would have been, had it been run, one 
of the most interesting events of recent years.

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NEW YORK 
War Admiral Scratches 


XCELLENT racing was offered last week at 

Belmont Park, but racing enthusiasts spent 
the week looking ahead, after the $100,000 special 
was cancelled, to the meeting of War Admiral, 
Pompoon, and others in the Suburban Handicap. 
Had the race actually been run with the expected 
starters, it would have attracted more national 
interest than any Turf event of the season in 
the handicap division. But shortly after 2 o'clock, 
with about 25,000 persons present, Trainer 
George Conway announced that War Admiral 
would not start. 

Public feeling ran high over the unexpected 
development, and most of the crowd resolutely 
liked nothing that happened after the announce- 
ment. It was freely intimated that the horse had 
been deliberately left in to attract attention, 
that War Admiral's connections were afraid to 
start him, that members of the press had know- 
ingly furthered a deception by asserting that War 
Admiral would start. In fact indignation was 
such that officials of the Westchester Racing 
Association and the New York State Racing 
Commission felt it necessary to do something. 
When the announcement of the withdrawal was 
made, it had been greeted with boos, and later 
in the afternoon the racing commission chairman, 
Herbert Bayard Swope, issued the following 
statement: 

The racing commission, after an investigation, found 
that Belmont Park had no knowledge of the fact that 
War Admiral was to be scratched from the Suburban, 
previous to the action taken by Trainer George Conway 
after 2 o'clock. 

Every horse entered in a stake has the right to with- 
draw up to 45 minutes before post time without special 
permission. Conway, in scratching his 4-year-old, made 
no explanation of his action, which came as a great 
surprise because Samuel Riddle, the horse’s owner, had 
made a definite statement, repeated by Conway, that 
War Admiral would be a sure starter. 

Saturday morning War Admiral breezed a quarter in 
24 seconds. It had always been thought that he could 
go on any kind of a track, but at the Riddle stable it 
was said that the track condition had caused his 
withdrawal. 

The commission regrets that the public should have 
been disappointed, but finds that every effort had 
been made by Belmont Park to assure itself that War 
Admiral had been 


entered in good faith and was 
actually intended to be a starter. 
Someone asked J. H. Louchheim, owner of 


Pompoon, if he thought Pompoon’s fine per- 
formance in the Dixie Handicap at Pimlico haa 
scared War Admiral out of the Suburban. Mr. 
Louchheim's answer, aS quoted by Bryan Field 
in the New York Times: 


I would not go so far as to say that, but I made an 
agreement to run my horse, and he will come out on 
the track. If he is to be beaten I will not cry, nor 
will 1 keep Pompoon in a glass cage. 

A messenger sent by the commission to the 
Riddle barn returned with the information that 
War Admiral had been scratched because of 
track conditions. But the track was good for 
the first race, was fast for the Suburban, which 
was run in the fastest time of its history. (Whisk 
Broom II holds the official record of 2:00 for the 
race, but it is generally conceded that the time is 
wrong. Former Jockey Joe Notter, who rode 
Whisk Broom II in that race, was at Belmont 
Park May 28, said the time had been taken at 
the wrong pole, a mistake caused by the fact that 
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Belmont Park, in 1913, had two finish poles.) 

But neither Trainer George Conway nor Owner 
Samuel Doyle Riddle made any public enlarge- 
ment on the announcement. War Admiral stayed 
in his barn, while Snark and Pompoon waged as 
fine a duel as the history of the Suburban Han- 
dicap records. 


North Riding Wins 


Howe Stable’s High Time filly, North Riding 
(113), was a third choice for the Hollis Claiming 
Stakes ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, six 
furlongs) at Belmont Park May 25, but with 
Eddie Arcaro in the saddle she led at every post. 
Hal Price Headley’s Fraidy Cat (114) was sec- 
ond all the way, went up to the leader in the 
stretch, but Arcaro’s drive brought the High 
Time 4-year-old away again, and she won by a 
length. Third, a length behind Fraidy Cat, was 
C. R. Fleishmann’s Parmelee T. (118), which 
had faltered slightly after a determined bid in 
the stretch. A. H. Waterman’s Reminiscent 
(120) was fourth, another length back. Cami- 
sado (118), Moonfolly (3-y-o, 102), and Scrooge 
(115) followed in order. Time, 1:09%5, track 
fast. Stakes division, $2,750, $500, $250, $125. 
The race, down the Widener straightaway, was 
run only one-fifth of a second slower than Balko’s 
track record.

North Riding raced twice at two, did not win. 
In all she has started 20 times, won six races, 
finished second three times, third twice, and has 
earned $7,045. *Scarborough raced at two and 
three in England, placed, did not win. She was 
sent to France in 1928, where she dropped her 
first foal, a non-winner. She returned to England 
in 1930, had two foals there. Both were im- 
ported to America, neither won. *Scarborough 
was imported in 1931, in foal to Prince Galahad, 
and the result of this mating was Mettle, her 
first American-foaled produce, and winner of 
seven races at two and three. Besides North 
Riding, she has had two other foals in America, 
neither of them winners. Scaramuccia was sent 
to Italy as a 2-year-old, did not win there. She 
was returned to England in 1920 and produced 
five foals in succession, died in November, 1924. 
Her only winner was Broad Gauge, brother to 
*Scarborough and winner of two races at three. 
Spring Chicken raced unplaced at two, and pro- 
duced eight named foals in England. Seven of 
these started, including the winners Chickweed 
(Great Surrey Foal Stakes), Mintleaf (winner 
to six, including Norwich, Harrington Handi- 
caps), and Yokohama, dam of the winners Yokel 
(Redcar, Great West Riding Handicaps), Ferdi- 
nand, and Perhaps (October Nursery Stakes). 
In 1918 Spring Chicken was sent to Italy, in 
foal to Sunstar, and in 1919 produced Scopas, 
winner Omnium, Gran Premio di Milano, Pre- 
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mio Ambrosiano, Premio del Sempione, Premio 
Jockey Club in Italy, and Grosser Preis von 
Baden in German. 


The Fifty-Second Suburban 


The fact that J. H. Louchheim’s Pompoon had 
set a track record in the Dixie Handicap at Pim- 
lico May 11 probably caused him to be favorite, 
at 7 to 10, for the fifty-second running of the Sub- 
urban Handicap ($20,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 11, miles) at Belmont Park May 28. Not 
since 1908 had a Suburban Handicap been worth 
so much to a winner, and even after War Ad- 
miral had been withdrawn (see above), the field 
remained a good one. The race proved a fine 
contest, with five of the six starters prominent 
at one stage or another. 

At the start J. A. Manfuso’s Aneroid (120) 
went away at good speed, made the pace for the 
first three furlongs. The son of The Porter 
was trying for his second Suburban, having won 
the famous old race last year, and his jockey, 
Raymond Workman, was trying to add a third 
to the Suburban victories he had scored with 
*White Clover II and Equipoise. After a quar- 
ter-mile Rex Flag (109) began closing ground on 
the leader, and near the turn he went to the 
front. But Aneroid held on, would not let him 
open up a lead. As the field made the turn 
Brandywine Stable’s Masked General (108) made 


a rush which carried him to the leaders. Rex 
Flag was the first to crack. As he fell back 
Aneroid took the lead for the second time, 


Masked General holding closely to him. 

But the race was actually being run well be- 
hind the pace. Wheatley Stable’s Snark (120) 
had got away in fourth place, but Pompoon 
(128) came up to pass him, and down the back 
stretch the two had raced fourth and fifth, with 
a length between them. As the pace quickened 
on the turn, Snark dropped even farther back, 
led only the outrun Strabo (109). As the field 
neared the home stretch, Longden went after 
Snark, sent him up on the outside of Pompoon. 
The Pompey colt was driving also, and though 
both were five lengths behind the leader with a 
quarter-mile to go, their rivalry suddenly be- 
came more important than the transient leader. 
Running almost together, Pompoon and Snark 
steadily bore down on the field, Pompoon slightly 
in front. Even at the eighth-pole they were still 
two lengths behind Aneroid and Masked General, 
but in the run to the finish they went past the 
leaders, fought it out to the last stride. Snark, 
aided by clever riding by Johnny Longden, found 
enough just at the end to get up, won by a nose. 
Pompoon was two lengths in front of Aneroid,

Snark has started 29 times, won eight races, 
finished second seven times, third twice, and has 
earned $53,390.

Aside 
from Whisk Broom II's disputed ‘two flat,” no 
Suburban had been run so fast, though it must 
be remembered that Snark’s great-grandsire, 
whatever his time, was carrying a crushing 139 
pounds. Particulars of Snark’s history and pedi- 
gree appeared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of April 23, 
page 650. 


*Annibal Wins Easily 


The Corinthian Steeplechase Handicap ($3,500 
added, 4-year-olds and up, about two miles) drew 
eight starters, including the best jumpers now 
in training. Favorite was the formidable Green- 
tree Stable entry of Jungle King (149) and 
Sailor Beware (162), but though both made de- 
termined bids, they proved to be outmatched by 
the Thomas Hitchcock entry of *Annibal (146) 
and Yemasee (153). Yemasee, one of the lead- 
ing steeplechasers of last season, went out to 
make the pace, and with him went Sailor Be- 
ware. They raced each other into defeat in the 
early stages and stopped. Brookmeade Stable’s 
National Anthem (140) took the lead as they 
fell back, but *Annibal soon moved past him. 
Jungle King immediately went out after him, 
could not match the French-bred gelding’s speed, 
drew clear of the field in the chase after the 
leader, then tired. In the run down the flat 
*Annibal had an easy time, won by three !engths 
from National Anthem, which had come again. 
Mrs. Gwladys Whitney’s Red Rain (152), win- 
ner of two previous steeplechase stakes at Bel- 
mont Park this spring, came up well to be third, 
a half-length in front of Jungle King.

KENTUCKY 
Churchill Downs Closes 


PRING racing in Kentucky ended May 30, 

when Churchill Downs completed 22 days of 
racing. Latonia, which usually follows the 
Louisville track, did not ask for summer dates 
this year, will not open until September 3, and 
the only other racing in Kentucky before fall is 
at Dade Park, near Henderson, which opens 
August 6. Some of the horses from Churchill 
Downs will move up to Lincoln Fields, some 
others will go to Detroit, and the rest will be 
split up at tracks all over the country. A few 
of the cheaper sort will probably move to Fair- 
mount Park. 

The meeting this season was apparently a 
very successful one. Despite the fact that it is 
almcst an unwritten law of journalism that each 
Kentucky Derby must be bigger and better at- 
tended than the one before it, it seems that the 
Derby crowd was not as large as it has been, a 
fact for which the petty brigandage of Louisville 
business men may be responsible. The betting 
was also a trifle lower than on Derby Day last 
year. But the general class of the Churchill 
Downs meeting was raised, there were more and 
better stakes events, and the post-Derby slump 
was not as severe as it usually is. Consequently, 
though the climax of the meeting may not have 
been quite as high as in 1937, the general level 
of the meeting was somewhat higher. 

The Kentucky Oaks and Bashford Manor 
Stakes were the respective features of the last 
Saturday and Memorial Day. Other races on 
the two programs were not particularly remark- 
able, as the horse population dropped toward the 
end of the meeting. Only non-claiming race on 
the Saturday, aside from the Oaks, was an al- 
lowance event at six furlongs, won by Leslie 
Combs II's Fogoso, a 38-year-old son of Jack 
High. 


Flying Lee's Oaks 


Those who insist that the get of a stallion fall 
off in ability as the stallion reaches his declining 
years may be hard pressed to explain the case 
of the grand old Whitney sire Pennant, now a 
blind pensioner at the C. V. Whitney farm. He 
had a few foals in 1937, eight in 1936, 12 in 1935, 
of which one died as a yearling. From the 1935 
crop, got when Pennant was 23 years old, came 
Dauber and The Chief. Another stakes winner 
from the same crop appeared at Louisville May 
28, when Hal Price Headley’s Flying Lee got up 
in the stretch to win the sixty-fourth Kentucky 
Oaks ($5,000 added, 3-year-old fillies, 144 miles), 

Flying Lee was coupled with Drift Along, the 
latter having considerably the better credentials, 
as she had won two impressive victories at Bel- 
mont Park this month. The entry was made 
favorite at 7 to 5. At the start Shining Heels 
went to the front, with Cross Keys close after 
her. The Flying Heels filly had enough in three 
furlongs, and Cross Keys went into the lead. 
Just behind her came S. G. Baker’s Janice, a 
daughter of Cherokee. Drift Along had run up 
to fourth place in the first quarter, after bearing 
over at the start. She could not improve her 
position, and though flashing occasional bursts 
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of speed never became dangerous. Flying Lee’s 
position was even less promising. She was off 
with the laggards, was well out of the race for 
five furlongs. On the turn she moved up very 
fast, was in second place turning to the stretch. 
Here she was forced wide, but came on gamely, 
under L. (Buddy) Haas’ drive. Janice had dis- 
placed Cross Keys as the leader, could not hold 
the Headley filly. Flying Lee was a head in 
front at the eighth-pole, and though Janice held 
on gamely the Pennant filly increased her mar- 
gin to a neck at the finish. J. O. Keene’s Which- 
one filly, Fantine, made up ground steadily after 
a slow start, finished third, five lengths behind 
Janice, a length in front of W. J. Sprow’s Bird- 
lea. In order followed Cross Keys, Lourdes, 
Drift Along, Dixieland, Last Message, and Shin-

Bashford Manor Stakes 


A brave attempt by Lawrin’s sister, Unerring

Royal Pam (119) equaled the track record 
which had been set in 1912, equaled in 1923. The 
Bashford Manor Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year- 
olds, five furlongs), the final stakes event of the 
Churchill Downs meeting, drew 11 starters. None 
of them had won stakes, but good performances 
by the Greentree entry of Cherry Jam (122) and 
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Third Degree (122)

Cherry Jam, a St. Brideaux gelding, was first 
to get to the front, with Unerring a good second, 
Royal Pam third. Jockey Ira Hanford was hold- 
ing the *Royal Minstrel filly fairly wide, had 
clear racing room all the way. For a half-mile 
Cherry Jam held his lead and Unerring dropped 
back; then, as Hanford shook Royal Pam up, she 
gained gradually, took command a furlong from 
the finish. At the end she was two lengths 
ahead, might have been more except for swerv- 
ing. Unerring, which like Lawrin is a Woolford 
Farm racer, closed resolutely from fourth posi- 
tion, got up to take second place by a head from 
Cherry Jam, with Third Degree, a Questionnaire 
colt, fourth three lengths farther back. In order

Suffolk Downs, Agawam 


“YECOND Massachusetts track to get into action 
Ss this year was Agawam Park, which began its 
33 days of racing on May 28. The same day was 
the twenty-first for Suffolk Downs, which this 
year opened the New England season. Suffolk 
Downs offers $1,000 minimum purses; Agawam 
offers a $600 minimum. Consequently the two 
tracks do not engage the same sort of horses, 
and since they are almost at opposite ends of the 
State they are in no particular conflict. 


Suffolk Downs ran into rain during the last 
few days of last week, and attendance fell off 
somewhat. However, the meeting remains a 
quite successful one, and with better weather it 
will no doubt pick up again. Last week was the 
first which did not represent an improvement on 
the one before it, but despite the rain the track 
was better supported than either the first or sec- 
ond week. The muddy track on Saturday had its 
effect on the program, and except for the stakes 
feature, the events were under claiming condi- 
tions. 


Agawam Park’s first day of racing was con- 
ducted under cloudy skies, but over a fast track, 
five of the eight races had maximum fields. Best 
race was the Agawam Handicap, an overnight 
sprint with a $1,000 purse. The winner was 
Gay Balko, a Vanderbilt cast-off which now races 
for P. Andolino. A race for maiden 2-year-olds 
was won by D. B. Midkiff’s Flying Bonny, a 
daughter of Flying Heels. Flying Bonny had 
been purchased as a yearling for $300 by the late 
Charles R. Thompson. At the dispersal of Mr. 
Thompson's horses after his death, the present 
owner paid $800 for her. The race was Flying 
Bonny'’s first start. 


Deliberator Comes Again 


The Joseph Tomasello Memorial Handicap 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
was run at Suffolk Downs May 25, drew a field 
of 10 horses, of which nine got away from the 
post. Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Higher Cloud 
(116) refused at the start, and the unruly 
favorite, Everglades Stable’s Deliberator (126) 
was away first, drew clear down the back stretch.

Weight Rule Changed 


The Massachusetts State Racing Commission, 
on May 27, made a change in its rule on weights 
which kept the minimum, gave up the maximum 
advocated by the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners last winter. The rule pro- 
posed by the national body, and adopted in 
Massachusetts, provided that overnight races 
could not be written more than six pounds under 
scale except for allowances, and that the mini- 
mum weight should not be under 103 pounds. 
The new rule: 

In all overnight claiming and condition races, the 
minimum weight shall be 103 pounds, and in no case 
shall the total allowances of any type reduce the low- 
est weight below 103 pounds. 


Massachusetts Handicap 


As soon as it was announced that, because of 
a troublesome knee, Seabiscuit would not start 
against War Admiral May 30, officials of Suffolk 
Downs announced that both horses were in the 
Massachusetts Handicap which is to be run June 
29. War Admiral, his connections have an- 
nounced, will be pointed for the $50,000 added 
race. Seabiscuit has been shipped there, with 
other Howard horses, and on May 28 Mr. How- 
ard said Seabiscuit was no longer lame, would 
be in good condition for the race. Among the 
other eligibles are Stagehand, Pompoon, Masked 
General, Snark, The Chief, and Aneroid. Supple- 
mentary entries to the race can be made to 
June 15, by payment of a $750 nominating fee.

Aurora, Lincoln Fields 


N May 28 Aurora, which as usual opened the 

Illinois season this year, completed its 24 
days of racing with a program featured by the 
Illinois Derby. The race had lost a good deal 
of its interest during the week, when Lawrin 
was withdrawn from it, and Bull Lea had also 
been withdrawn. But it proved a fair contest, 
with Gov. Chandler, which came near making an 
eleventh starter in the Derby this year, getting 
up to win by three-fourths of a length from the 
improving Xavier. Gov. Chandler now goes 
West, to the Hollywood Park meeting, where he 
will probably meet Lawrin, also shipping to the 
Coast. Closing day was rainy, with a muddy 
racing strip, and aside from the stakes event the 
only non-claiming race was a 4!.-furlong affair 
for 2-year-olds, won by Frank Seremba’s Tra- 
La-La, a daughter of Playtime bred by the late 
Charles Bacharach. 

On Memorial Day Lincoln Fields took over for 
24 days of racing. Opening day was featured 
by the Crete Handicap, and the feature of the 
first Saturday will be the Steger Handicap, a 
seven-furlong event, with $5,000 added, for hand- 
icap horses. Included in the 45 nominations are 
*Crossbow II, Reaping, Marica, Co-Sport, Pre- 
eminent, Arabs Arrow, C-Note, Mountain Ridge, 
Mucho Gusto, Leading Article, and Knee Deep. 

Also opening on Memorial Day was Fairmount 
Park, near St. Louis. Fairmount Park, which 
does not have stakes racing, will run for 31 rac- 
ing days.

Ownership of the Reigh Count gelding Gov.

Chandler (118), third during the 
early stages, began moving up after a half-mile, 
reached the leader near the eighth-pole, drew out 
to win by three-fourths of a length. Wesley 
Sears Farm’s Xavier (116), outrun for five fur- 
longs, came with a sustained bid in the stretch, 
was getting to the leader. He finished second, 
three lengths in front of Dolly Val, with P. L.

NEW JERSEY 
One More Hurdle 


HEN, on May 23, the New Jersey Senate 

passed by a vote of 13 to 6 a resolution for 
a constitutional amendment to legalize pari-mu- 
tuel betting at race tracks, a four-year legislative 
fight was ended, and the racing issue was placed 
before the people of the State. A popular refer- 
endum will be held, either with the general elec- 
tion in November or at a special election later, 
and will settle, for at least five years, the ques- 
tion of racing in New Jersey. 

Under the State constitution, an amendment 
must be passed by two successive legislatures, 
then must be approved by referendum. In 1935 
both houses passed a resolution asking an amend- 
ment to permit pari-mutuel betting. In 1936 the 
resolution passed the house, was shelved in the 
Senate. So it was all to do over. In 1927 both 
Houses passed the resolution, which came up this 
year for second passage. <A constitutional pro- 
vision that an amendment could be offered only 
once in five years was settled by the attorney 
general as meaning only the same amendmeni, 


so that other interests desiring constitutional 
amendments were not opposed to the pari- 
mutuel one. The resolution passed the House, 


is now through the Senate, and the last Icgal re- 
quirement for referendum has been met. It is 
expected that popular vote will be for racing. 

A track which is situated partly in New Jer- 
sey, partly in New York, has already been 
planned, with the expectation of pari-mutuel bet- 
ting. But since bookmakers can operate on the 
New York section of the property, promoters 
have said the track would run whether New Jer- 
sey legalizes betting or not.

Detroit Opens 


IVER DOWNS, Detroit, and Thistle Down 

Park, all under the direction of Joseph A. 
Murphy, form a mid-western circuit more or less 
of their own. The Cincinnati track closed on 
Memorial Day, the one at Detroit opened two 
days earlier, on May 28, the bulk of its horses 
being those which had been racing at River 
Downs. A fair sprinkling of horses from 
Churchill Downs, Aurora, and the Maryland 
tracks are also at Detroit, with a good many 
which are opening their 1938 campaigns there. 
Racing Secretary C. F. Henry might have found 
a little difficulty filling his first few programs, 
but after River Downs closed Detroit had plenty 
of horses. 

Opening day offered a six-furlong sprint as the 
feature, with Rockhome Stable’s Dora May a 
clever winner. The remaining seven events on 
the program were of the claiming sort with one 
exception. This was a mile-and-70-yard allow- 
ance race for 3-year-olds and up. Winner was 
T. D. Buhl’s Couleedam, 5-year-old *Justice F. 
gelding. 


Dora May's Inaugural Handicap 


Trainer W. Westerfield, who handles the horses 
of Mrs. G. Simone’s Rockhome Stable, did a good 
job of preparing Dora May (116) for the In- 
augural Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, six furlongs) at Detroit May 28. Though 
the mare had not been out since October of last 
year, she left the gate at high speed, got a clear 
lead going into the turn, shook off a bid from 
Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Grey Streak (110) at the 
eighth-pole, won by a half-length. Grey Streak, 
in second place throughout, got to the leader’s 
head a furlong from the finish, then lost ground 
slowly. He finished second, a _ half-length in 
front of Valley Grey Farm's Miss Bull Dog (3- 
y-o, 100), with L. C. Young’s Sweep Royal (3- 
y-o, 100) fourth, a nose farther back. In order 
followed Grey Gold (109), Transmutable (110), 
Sweep Like (117), and Torchy (3-y-o0, 111), the 
latter favorite. Time, :23, :4615, 1:1235, track 
fast. Stakes division, $2,105, $400, $200, $100.

From 61 starts Dora May has won 19 races, 
finished second 17 times, third eight times, and 
has earned $19,685. Last year she won the 
Buckeye and Mackinac Handicaps. Zadora May 
won at two. She produced two foals which were 
not named, then in succession foaled the winners 
Dora May, Queen Irene, and Hilda May. Her only 
other foal is a 1938 2-year-old, not a winner to 
date. Queen High won at three and four and is 
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also dam of the winners High Storm, Royal Gold, 
and Queen’s Best. Rebel Queen won 10 races at 
two and produced two winners. 


Seven Straight For Main Man 


The Col. Alger Memorial Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at De- 
troit May 30 was the seventh consecutive victory 
for Jerome B. Respess’ Hildur colt Main Man 
(126), which finished his 3-year-old season with 
three victories, has won four straight this year. 
Main Man, with R. L. Vedder in the saddle, was 
an even-money favorite. He got away third, be- 
hind Dixiana’s King’s Heir (3-y-o, 108) and Mrs. 
T. Stevenson’s Tempestuous (115). Vedder let 
Tempestuous move first, but after the *Sickle 
gelding had taken the lead in the stretch he be- 
gan driving Main Man. At the eighth-pole he 
had got to the leader, drew out to win by two 
lengths. Six lengths farther back King’s Heir 
was third, a neck in front of T. D. Buhl’s Gyral 
(109) and Mrs. E. H. Bartlett’s Zevson (115), 
which dead-heated for fourth place. Grey Gold 
(109) and Sir Jim James (112) both owned by 
E. W. Duffy, completed the field, were the only 
members of the seven-horse field to get nothing.

OHIO 


River Downs, Beulah Park 


HIO’S concurrent meetings, at Beulah Park 

and River Downs, both closed May 30, after 
23 days of racing at each track. Two days earlier 
Ohio’s minor racing began another phase at 
Ascot Park, Akron’s rechristened Northampton 
Park. 

Weather conditions were uncertain at River 
Downs over the week-end, and the Saturday 
program, which began on a fast track, ended 
on a sloppy one. The stakes feature was reduced 
to three starters, with the winner being Mrs. L. 
Lewin’s Buttermilk, second stakes winner from 
the Cudgel stallion Milkman. 

Shortly before the running of the race a heavy 
wind and rain swept the track, did a good deal 
of damage to several barns. Trainer Mike Ayer 
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was pinned in his own tack room by falling 
lumber, found a saw handy, sawed himself out. 
One horse was also pinned in his stall, was re- 
moved through a hurriedly made hole in the 
back of the barn. Several other animals broke 
loose while being led out of damaged barns, but 
all were recaptured uninjured. 


Buttermilk Wins 


There were only six overnight entries in the 
Netherland Plaza Handicap ($2,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles), run at River 
Downs May 28, and after the track became 
sloppy three of these were withdrawn. This left 
Lewin Stable’s Buttermilk (105), Edwin K. 
Thomas’ Star Banner (107), and Blue Ridge 
Farm's Unselfish (3-y-0, 104) to contest the 
event, with Star Banner an even-money favorite. 
Buttermilk, ridden by Jockey C. Hanauer, broke 
in front, led at every post, was driving at the 
end to win by a length and a half from Star 
Banner. Unselfish, which raced in second place 
throughout most of the race, fell back in the 
stretch to finish third, three lengths farther 
back. Time, :24%, :49, 1:15%5, 1:4215, 1:4935, 
track sloppy. Stakes division, $1,930, $400, $200.

Buttermilk raced for her breeder at two, last 
year dropped to the claiming ranks and passed 
through a number of ownerships. She ended the 
season as the property of Fanfare Farms, from 
whom Mrs. L. Lewin obtained her in February 
of this year. In all she has started 47 times, 
won eight races, finished second eight times, 
third four times, and has earned $8,685. Dry- 
stone has produced only two foals of racing age, 
the other being Highdry, winner at two and three. 
“Keystone produced six winners, including Whet- 
stone (Brookdale, Ladies’ Handicaps, and dam of 
the stakes winner War Hero), and the producer 
Mormaw (dam of the stakes winners Morfair and 
Morstone). Pennsylvania also produced the win- 
ner Penstick (Grey, Helpful, Pimlico Fall Home- 
Bred Stakes), Innkeeper, and Cudgeller (32 wins, 
including Fort Miami Derby and Fairmount In- 
dependence Handicap). She was sister to the 
winner The Quaker and the producer Prude.

It was announced May 28 that Lawrin, winner 
of the Kentucky Derby, will be taken to Holly- 
wood Park this summer, along with 11 other 
Woolford Farm horses, to prepare for the $15,000 
added Hollywood Derby and the $50,000 Holly- 
wood Gold Cup. The remainder of the Woolford 
Farm horses will race on the Chicago circuit. 
Lawrin may return in time for the Classic Stakes 
at Arlington Park. Trainer Ben Jones had pre- 
viously intended shipping the colt to New York.

Nocturnal Joins Crusader 


ANCHO CASITAS, California Thoroughbred 

nursery operated by Walter H. Hoffman, Jr., 
last year acquired Crusader to reinforce its stai- 
lion ranks, but recently lost the sire Crystal Pen- 
nant. On May 21 Mr. Hoffman informed THE 
BLOOD-HORSE that he had leased Nocturnal, 15- 
year-old son of Eternal—Delico, by Celt, from 
Mark T. Cox, of Cheyenne, Wyo. Nocturnal, pur- 
chased at the Lexington Fall Sales of 1933, stood 
for several seasons in Wyoming. He made the 
1937 season and that of the current year in Cali- 
fornia, in San Diego County, where mares were 
few. At Rancho Casitas he will be in a more 
thickly populated Thoroughbred country, will 
have better opportunities. 


Crusader had 30 mares this season, the limit 
under terms of the lease by which he was Ob- 
tained. Of this number, 17 were home mares, 
13 from outside. Already he has four seasons 
booked for 1939. 


Tommy Boy's Fifth 


Two weeks ago THE BLOOD-HORSE reported 
that John W. Galbreath’s Tommy Boy had two 
winners from his first crop of two foals, had 
two 2-year-old winners from his second crop of 
three. On May 25 Tommy Boy’s record became 
100 per cent, when his fifth foal of racing age, 
Darby Du, won at Beulah Park.

First French Classics 


HE French equivalents of the Two Thousand 

Guineas and One Thousand Guineas excel their 
English prototypes in only one particular, the 
length of their names. The Poule d’Essai des 
Pouliches, for 3-year-old fillies, and the Poule 
d’Essai des Poulains, for 3-year-old colts, are 
worth 100,000 francs (about $2,750) each, and 
are run at a time when many of the best racers 
of their country have already moved on to longer 
distances. Nevertheless they occupy an impor- 
tant place in French racing and attract high- 
class fields. 

This year’s “Poules’” were decided Sunday, 
May 15, at Longchamp. Joseph E. Widener’s 
Gossip, outstanding filly by *Sickle, made her 
first start of the year in the fillies’ classic, but 
received a sound beating, finishing second, two 
and a half lengths behind Baron Maurice de 
Rothschild’s Feerie, with Edouard Esmond’s 
Shrew third, a length and a half farther back 
in the field of 11. Lilac Time, a stablemate of 
Gossip, made the early pace, but Feerie went to 
the front with a rush and won easily. Feerie is 
a bay daughter of Massine out of the French 
Oaks winner Fairy Legend, by Dark Legend out 
of Congressiste, by Phoenix (by Royal Hampton) 
out of Cypriote, by Le Sancy, No. 20 family. 
Massine, of the great sires of France, is by Con- 
sols (St. Simon line) out of Mauri, by Ajax, sec- 
ond dam the great race mare La Camargo. 

The corresponding race for colts resulted in 
a much closer finish. Jean Prat’s Gaspillage won 
by a head from Lady Granard’s Cavalino, with 
James Hennessey’s Tranquil third among six 
starters. Mr. Widener’s Astrologer was un- 
placed. Gaspillage is by Tourbillon out of the 
English-bred mare La Gasse, by Son-in-Law, sec- 
ond dam Whinbloom, by Galeazzo, third dam 
Furze Bush, by Fitz-James. Tourbillon, a 
French Derby winner which is carrying on the 
stud success of his sire, the defunct *Ksar, is 
out of the high-class mare Durban, which car- 
ries a double cross of the American blood of 
Hanover. 

A consolation prize fell to Mr. Widener when 
The Spy won La Coupe, a 1%s-mile test follow- 
ing immediately after the race won by Gaspil- 
lage. The Spy is a 3-year-old colt by *Ksar out 
of Listen In, by Mordant out of St. Lucre, by 
St. Serf out of *Fairy Gold. 


Nearco's Italian Derby 


Last year THE BLOOD-HORSE had considerable 
comment on the unbeaten Italian colt Nearco, 
whose pedigree goes back in tail-female to the 
American-bred One Thousand Guineas winner Si- 
bola. In 1937 as a 2-year-old Nearco won seven 
races. This year he has added three more vic- 
tories to his unbroken sequence, including the 
Italian equivalents of the Two Thousand Guineas 
and Derby. 

In the Gran Premio del Re (Derby), the big- 
gest race run in Italy, Nearco started an odds- 
on favorite, as usual, and won in a canter, as 
usual. Second was the Italian One Thousand 
Guineas winner Silvana, the only filly in the 
field, six lengths ahead of the third horse, Bis- 
tolfii, The race was worth 250,000 lira (about 
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$12,800). The 2,400 meters (slightly less than 
112 miles) was covered in 2:32. 

All three of the placed horses were sired by 
English stallions, as the winner is by the dead 
Pharos (brother to Fairway), the second by 
Gainsborough, and the third by Singapore, son 
of Gainsborough. Nearco is out of the good race 
mare Nogara, by Havresac II out of Catnip, by 
Spearmint out of Sibola, which Pierre Lorillard 
bred at the Rancocas Stud in New Jersey in 
1896 and sent to England as a yearling. As a 
3-year-old Sibola won the One Thousand Guineas 
and four other races for Lord William Beresford. 
Her daughter Catnip was exported to Italy and 
founded there a great family from which are 
descended numerous champions, including Ne- 
reide, unbeaten German mare. Sibola was by 
*“The Sailor Prince out of Saluda, by *Mortemer, 
second dam Perfection (sister to Parole), by 
*Leamington, third dam Maiden, winner of the 
Travers Stakes of 1865, by Lexington.

Darkey’s Dream, 3-year-old owned by John 
Marsch, died at Churchill Downs May 26. 

Top Radio, owned by Earl H. Beezley, broke a 
leg and was destroyed at Omaha May 26. 

P. D. Watts last week sold Busy K., second to 
Pompoon in the Dixie Handicap, to D. A. Woods. 

E. Smith, 60-year-old trainer for Dr. M. H. 
Powelson, of Zanesville, Ohio, dropped dead at 
Beulah Park May 25. 

Roscoe Goose, who purchased Red Chief from 
Thomas Piatt May 26, sold him later on the same 
day to Amos Wallin. 

Carl Vogt, 16-year-old boy from Germany, had 
his first mount May 16 at River Downs on Bravo 
Caruso, finished ninth of 11. 

Huskie Boy, stakes winning son of *Bull Dog 
owned by W. C. Stroube, died at Hollywood Park 
May 30 as the result of shipping fever. 

Ralph Eccard nearly lost a race at Suffolk 
Downs May 26 by easing up too soon. Eccard 
actually won by a length, but stewards fined him 
$50 for carelessness. 

Apprentice E. LeBlanc, brother of former 
jockey Hubert Le Blanc, and Mr. Mickey won 
their maiden victories at River Downs May 24. 
It was the fortieth start for the horse. 

E. Jouett Reed has relinquished his position as 
trainer for Walmac Stable, and will be replaced 
by Ray Kindred. Trainer Reed will handle the 
horses of Leslie Combs IE and a number of his 
own. 

Officers of the Remount Areas will hold a 
conference in Lexington from June 20 to June 
25, under supervision of Col. Thomas J. John- 
son, chief of the Remount Service. Visits to 
breeding establishments near Lexington and con- 
ferences with Dr. W. W. Dimock, of the Depart- 
ment of Pathology at the University of Ken- 
tucky, are parts of the program. 

Capt. Richard J. Kirkpatrick, who last year 
purchased Judge Hay privately from H. H. Cross 
(Tranquility Farm), has the stallion in service 
at his Twin Oakes, Farm, Warrenton, Va. He 
writes that the horse is very popular in fox hunt- 
ing circles, has a full book (at $25) for the sea- 
son. Judge Hay was bought from the Scotland 
Farm dispersal of 1935 by Mr. Cross for $2,200.

HE long lead which Stagehand gave *Sickle 

on the sire list by winning the Santa Anita 
Derby and Santa Anita Handicap remains un- 
threatened, though Col. Maxwell Howard's bril- 
liant colt has been out of competition for several 
weeks. Insco, sire of the Kentucky Derby win- 
ner Lawrin, and the 27-year-old Pennant, sire of 
the Preakness winner Dauber, have moved up to 
occupy second and third positions, but are still 
far short of the total credited to the J. E. Widener 
stallion.
